1. FY 23 General Fund Budget overview
The general fund budget was opened for discussion.

2. Overview of Special Revenue Funds
The special revenue funds were gone over and explained uses and restriction of
each. Fund 230 American Rescue funds were discussed including each
department’s capital expenses included within the budget.

3. Adoption of FY 23 Paygrade
The FY 23 Paygrade was gone over. Commissioner Dorsey made a motion to
approve the FY 23 Paygrade. Commissioner Bennett provided a second to the
motion. The motion passed by a 4-0 vote.

4. Adoption of Draft FY 23 Budget
Commissioner Bennett made a motion to adopt the final draft general fund budget
of $14,613,678.00. Commissioner Dorsey provided a second to the motion. The
motion passed by a 4-0 vote.

5. Adoption of Tax Year 21 Draft Rollback Millage Rate
Commissioner Dorsey made a motion to approve the draft LOST rollback millage
rate of 3.302 mills. Commissioner Bennett provided a second to the motion. The
motion passed by a 4-0 vote.

6. Adoption of Tax Year 21 Draft Millage Rate
Commissioner Dorsey made a motion to adopt the rollback millage rate of 4.750
mills for property tax. Commissioner Bennett provided a second to the motion. The
motion passed by a 4-0 vote.

7. Credit for Experience Maintenance Shop
Maintenance Shop Manager Cleveland requested that a new hire, Joseph
Kennedy be given 2 years credit for experience as a mechanic. Commissioner
Dorsey made a motion to approve the credit request. Commissioner Bennett
provided a second to the motion. The motion passed by a vote of 4-0.
